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What is claimed is: 

1. An object, comprising: 

a support frame having a foldable frame member that has a 
folded and an unfolded orientation, the frame membaf defining a 
periphery for the support frame; and 

an item coupled to and supported by the support frame. 

2. The object of claim 1, further including at least one 
corner piece coupled to the f^ffiemeit^er Jro define the shape of 
the support frame . 

3. The object ojKclaim 2, wherein tl\e corner piece is a 
piece of fabric t#at is attached fyo the frame member. 

4. The object of claim 2y/^wherein the corner piece is a 
strap having/ opposing ends Attached to the frame member.

a support frame having a foldable frame member that has a 
folded and an unfolded orientation, the frame member Refining a 
periphery for the support frame; and 

a covering placed over the support frame. 

The object of claim 15, wherein the support frame is a 
first support frame, the object further including:
